Infringement of a Patent Right and 
the Result Thereof. 

In the matter of an infringement 
by the Directors of the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary upon patents owned and held 
by the Standard Laundry Machine 
Company of New York, the following 
facta are ascertained : 

The old washing-machine used at 
the Ohio Penitentiary giving out, it 
was found necessary to get a new one. 
Accordingly Colonel Innis, the War- 
den, set about to accomplish this ob- 
ject. . During a visit to the Cincinnati 
Exposition in September, 1874, the 
Warden saw a washing-machine in 
operation in the Power Hall, He 
also visited the Longview Asylum, 
and while there it is alleged he met 
an agent of the Standard Laundry 
Machine Company, who lost no pains 
to present the yarious virtues of their 
machines to the Warden.

to adjust the damages upon principles 
of equity and justice. 

Accordingly, T. R. Tinsley, archi- 
teot of the Central Ohio Lunatic Asy- 
lum, and H, Ambos, superintendent 
of the Columbus Machine Company, 
were chosen, and these two selected 
Yeatman Anderson, proprietor of the 
paper mill, all gentlemen of thehigh- 
est business standing in this city,who 
need no recommendation from us, as 
their characters are too well known.

Fourth—In our opinion it is but 
just and right that there should be im- 
mediately affixed in some conspicu- 
ous place a proper plate, inscribed 
thereon that skid machines were bnilt 
by the Ohio Penitentiary, under the 
patents (giving the dates of the same) 
of the Standard Laundry and Ma- 
chine Company. 

Finally, we decide that the Stand- 
ard Laundry and Machine Company 
shall execute an instrument whereby 
the Directors of the Ohio Penitentiary 
shall have the right to use the two 
said washing machines built by then 
until they are of nofurther use, Said
